The  Boysenberry  was  developed  from  three 
blackberries  of  unknown  origin,  Cuthbert  rasp¬ 
berry,  and  loganberry.  All  of  these  berries  are 
hardy  and  while  we  have  only  had  the  Boysen¬ 
berry  for  two  winters,  our  experiments  have 
indicated  that  it  is  just  as  hardy  as  its  parents.
